MOSCOW, Sept. 3.—W— 


The German assault against 
Stalingrad from the north- 
est stood checked at the 
very approaches to the Vol- 
ga city today, but to the 
southwest the 
Red army 


again recoiled before 
the 


massed tunks which drove a men- 
acing wedge into the most stub- 
bornly defended positions. 
Both the noon communique and 


field dispatches announced a fur- 
ther retreat in this vital sector, 
while 400 miles to the southwest a 
similar retreat was made by tin? 
Soviet forces defending the Black 
Sea naval base of Novorossisk. 
A dramatic battle was reported 


northwest of Stalingrad where a 
Russian anti-aircraft battery lev- 
eled its guns against' 50 German 
tanks charging Into the approaches 
to the city and stopped them un- 
til reinforcements arrived. 
Almost 
continuous 
air battles 
were reported raging over the ap- 
proaches to Stalingrad. The army 
newspaper Red Star said Russian 
airmen downed 23 enemy planes 
yesterday and damaged 
eight. 
Red Star said 200 tanks, several 
infantry diislons and large aerial 
and artillery formations had been 
assembled below Stalingrad and 
Soviet troops were forced back In 
several sectors under a mass as- 
sault. 
Hungarians and Rumanians. 
Hungarian and Rumanian divis- 
ions were said 
to be speeding 
eastward to swell the ranks of 
the Nazi sh^ock troops. 


Guns flamed through the night 
on the Stalingrad front and above 
Novorosp'sk, c.. provisional

TAX AND LOWERING 
INCOME EXEMPTIONS 


TREASURY ASKED CON- 
GRESS LEGISLATION FOR 
ADDITIONAL MONEY

asked the senate finance commit- 
tee today for legislation to levy 
an additional $6,500,000,000 In tax- 
es on individuals, over and abov« 
the $6,271,000,000 tax 
bill 
passed 
by the house, with provision for a 
$4,500,000,000 post-war 
rebate 
to 


• individuals. 
It the new program were enact- 
ed .it would boost to approximate- 
ly $14,000,000,000 the amount over 
and above existing taxes which 
the treasury would drain from na- 
tional income. 
Total tax collections would be 


increased to approximately 
$30,- 
500,000,000 for a full year's opera- 
tions, 
with 
$4,500,000,000 to 
be 
credited to individuals for post- 
war rebates. 
Presenting the plan personally 


to the senate finance committee. 
Secretary Morgenthau said he was 
proposing 
a tax on 
consumer 


spending "which will reach into 
the lowest income groups above 
the level of bare subsistence and 
will provide high penalty rates for 
luxury spending." 


In addition, he urged a torthcr 
lowering of the excniptionn 
for 


the income tax applying to fam- 
ily income, involving a cut back 
to $500 exemption for an individ- 
ual, $1,000 for mafried couples and 
$250 credit for dependents.

Hevenuo Not Main I'urpose.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—(^Pi- 
President Roosevelt 
called 
upon 


world youth .today to join the fight 
of the United Nations to "mold the 
shape of the new world x x x to- 
ward the highest goals that men 
have ever imagined." 


"The cause of the United Na- 


tions is the cause of youth itself," 
Mr. Roosevelt said, in contrast to 
"nothing x x x except death" offer- 
ed the younger generation by the 
German nazis, Italian fascists and 
Japanese militarists,

The President added: 
"We have profited by our past 


mistakes. This time we shall know 
how to make full use of our vic- 
tory. This time the achievements 
of our fighting forces will not he 
thrown away by political cynicism 
and timidity and Incompetence." 
His words were broadcast inter- 


nationally and were directed to 
young men and 
women in tho 


United Nations and in axis na- 
tions and axis-dominated lands as 
well. 
But Mr. Rooseevlt remark- 


ed he fully expected the axis to 
jam tho airwaves to drown out 
his message. 
The president's immediate au- 


dience was the International Stu- 
dent Assembly, gathered in Wash- 
ington. 
The cause of the United Na- 


tions, 
Mr. Rooseelt declared, 
in 


"the hope of the new generation— 
and the generations that are to 
come—hope for a now life that 
can be lived in freedom, and jus- 
tice, and decency." 
He added:

army arsenals, depots and 
office 
jobs. 


About 300,000 
women 
already 
are working on guns, planes and 
tanks and filling clerical and su- 
pervisory posts, and Stimson toid 
his press conference a may more 
could he absorbed. 


The war department, he said, has 


adopted ft policy of using women 
employes in all capacities for which 
they arc qualified or may become 
no by training. 


"As far an practicable, women 


will he employed in preference to 
men of war service age or capa- 
bilities," he explained. "However 
this policy will not limit the em- 
ployment of qualified 
men 
who 
are ineligible for military serice 
by reason of age or physical dis- 
ability."

British Home Secretary Morrison 
yesterday declared In a speech that

no peace offer from Hitler unless 
It took the form of a promise, with 
guarantees of performance, ot \ 
collective suicide pact by the whole 


German leadership." I suspect the 
secretary was In part "spoofing", 
m our English 
friends say, al- 


though there's no reason to doubt 
Hmt ho meant Hitler nnd his cap- 
tains must he removed from the 
picture. 


Anyway, with all these things 


done tho allies must then under- 
take the elimination of militaristic 
tendencies among the defeated peo- 
ple hy a long and difficult process 
o" education. 
Our success In this 


epochal experiment In remodeling 
the world will depend largely on 
the attitude in which wo approach 


Are we to undertake It In haired 
and bent on revenge?
